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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election of group I (claims 1-17) in the reply filed on 1/3/06 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Specifically the claims disclose reacting two reactants to form silicon. The 
specification does not list the reactants therefore one of ordinary skill would not be 
readily apprised of how to make or use the same invention. (This particular element will 
not be addressed with respect to the prior art.) 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Forbes 
(US 2005/0146938) in view of Yamazaki et al. (US 2002/0106841 ). Forbes discloses 
forming nanocrystals between 10 nm and 100nm by a conventional process (see 0025). 
(The examiner understands this to mean that the crystals were formed above the 
crystallizing temperature. Furthermore Chen et al. disclose a temperature for 
conventional process for forming nanocrystalline silicon is above 600 degrees C (see 
paragraph 0006-0007)). Forbes fails to disclose the use of heating lamps above the 
substrate and below the substrate in order to heat the substrate. However Yamazaki 
disclose the use of heating lamps above and below the substrate (see 0076). It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to adjust the power settings of the bottom lamps, since in has been held that where the 
general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, discovering the optimum or 
working ranges involves only routine skill in the art. In Re Aller, 105 USPQ 233. 
Furthermore the adjusting the power setting of the lamps could enable the user to adjust 
the temperature more uniformly across the substrate.
